They were not at all concerned about exist'ng social condi- 
tions and giving no thought, or very little, to vital principles underlying all 
economic problems, including the possib'lity of future unemployment, 
mounting personal and national debts, heavier taxation, all combining to 
possibly result in loss-of businesses and homes. 


Now, however, economics, social conditions, debts, taxes, falling prices, 
lack of markets, combining to place in jeopardy all that had previously been 
gained, has forced rich and poor alike to a truer appreciation of the realities 
of human existence and human relationsh'ps. ° . 

Thus we find spec'al committees in Western Legislatures and. of the 


_ House of Commons inquiring, investigating, delving into all the ramifica- 


tions of the oil ‘and gasoline industry, its methods, management and 
finances. Why? Because this industry so vitally affects the whole life 
of the modern community. 


We find governmental bodies and special parliamentary committees 


‘ grappling with the many and intricate problems involved in the relation- 


ships existing between debtors on the one hand and creditors on the other. 
They are discovering that, in the palmy days of abounding prosperity, when 
people took little thought of the future, when money and credit were easy, 
when production was booming, markets plentiful and prices high, a huge 
volume of debt, in large and small amounts, was contracted which it is now 
utterly impossible to pay, and which now rests like a wet blanket upon all 
business, industry and means of production. Efforts are being directed to 
finding a way out of the morass in which people and nations are sinking, 
and to provide checks to a recurrence of such a condition when once again 
the world becomes thoughtless through prosperity. ~ 


A Royal Commission is studying the transportation problem. A few 
years ago the railways of Canada were doing an enormous business, rapidly 
expanding ‘their systems, the privately-owned road paying large dividends 
with their stock quoted at a premium, and the government-owned .road 
steadily, even rapidly, through re-organization and efficient management, 
increasing its profits on operation to such an extent as to give promise that 
the day was at hand when it would no longer be a drag on the Federal 
Treasury. But now both systems are in deep financial trouble, and a solu- 
tion of their difficulties is sought.

Eagles Win. Unequal 
Battle With ’Plane 


Aviatrix Dived and Managed To 
Shake Off Birds 


Two eagles fought a spectacular 
battle with an airplane—and won. 

Mrs. Griffith Lioyd, ‘Colorado 
Springs aviatrix, and Stuart Wandell, 
veteran pilot, while flying near Pike's 
Peak, sighted’ several eagles swoop- 
ing on a small band of Rocky Moun- 
tain sheep, 

Mrs. Lloyd, who was at the con- 
trols, dived. the ship toward the 
grounds in an effort to scare the birds 
away from the ‘sheep. 

Two of the birds refused to scare. 
Undaunted by the roar of the motor 
and the size of their opponent they 
charged the ship. 

Screaming harshly, the eagles at- 
tacked the ’plane with their beaks 
and wings. 

“Mrs. Lloyd gave the ship full 
gun,” Wandell told the United Press, 
“and attempted to regain the altitude 
she lost when she dived on the birds. 
The eagles followed, clawing the 
wings and fuselage with their talons. 

“At about 15,000 feet one of the 
birds knocked Mrs. Lloyd into the 
cockpit of the ship ,swith its wings. 
The ’plane went into a nose dive. We 
fell several hundred feet before she 
was able to regain control. . 

“Mrs. Lioyd decided then not to 
contest the right-of-way of the air 
with such determined fighters. She 
turned the ship wing over wing and 
by diving’ managed to shake off the 
birds and flew out of the mountains.”

A Matter Of Choice 


Archbishop Of York Thinks Walking 
In Silence Ideal 

“Walk, but don’t talk,” was the 
‘advice given by the Archbishop of 
York to a Youths’ Hostel group at 
Oxford. Singing or whistling he 
would doubtless disapprove also, since 
he finds complete silence on the march 
the ideal state. 

This is all very well for an Arch- 
bishop, who must necessarily do a 
great deal of talking in the course of 
his daily routine. Walking, free 
from the obligation to talk or listen, 
must seem to him a happy thing. But 
to’ young hikers a walk shouldbe a 
pleasant occasion for long talks. To 
students free for a day from hours of 
reading or listening to lectures, leis- 
urely tramping and conversing seem 
to go naturally together. 

According to the Archbishop, 
“nothing makes you understand a 
man so much as to walk for a whole 
day with him in silence.” If he 
shares your quiet mood, this is true 
enough. But to constrain to silence 
‘a man whose daily work gives little 
} opportunity for conversation—say, a 
| guard in a. museum—would be to 
spoil the pleasure of his walk. The 
wisest course is to understand your 
companion’s temperament before you 
take to the open road with him.

The third largest gold mine in the 
| world; situated beneath a lake in the 
north of Sweden, in a district produc- 
ing annually more than eight million 
dollars worth of the precious metal, 
is described in an official statement 
by Count Albert Ehrensvard, the 
Swedish Minister in Paris. Count 
Bhrensvard predicts that Sweden may 
advance to the front rank of gold- 
producing counjries. Since 1918 en- 
gineers. and «geologists have been 
working secretly in the primitive 
Skelleftea district on the Baltic Sea, 
the Minister declared, and have pro- 
gressed to a point where more than 
forty shafts are being developed.

Washington Has 3,000 Rooms 


The new Department of Commerce 
Building in Washington, D.C., is one 
of the world’s biggest structures. It 
cost $17,500,000 and is 1,087 feet in 
length and 412 feet in width, covering 
an area perhaps greater than that 
covered by any other monumental 
bu'lding in the world. It is the key 
building of the famous Federal tri- 
angle project in the nation’s capital. 
The building has 3,000 rooms and 
thirty-six elevators. About 600,000 
pounds of brass pipe have been in- 
stalled. All hot water lines, including 
those six inches in diameter and all 
cold water lines up to three inches in 
diameter, are brass. Fifty master 
plumbers and sixty helpers worked 
for two years putting in these lines. | 
The building has some sixteen acres 
of: terrazzo flooring in  two-foot 
squares.

Trans-Canada Highway 


Immense Project Is Still Under Vigor- 
ous Construction 

The Trans-Canada Highway, a pro- 
ject that has been the subject of dis- 
cussion for many years, is under vig- 
orous construction. Already consider- 
able stretches of it are completed. 
During the past few months an army 
of 40,000 men have been working on 
the construction of stretches of this 
highway in the more remote sections 
of Ontario. Of the total length of 
the highway, which when completed 
will be 3,837 miles, over one-third, or 
1,386 miles, is in the province of On- 
tario.. Recently fin'shed sections in 
the province make it possible for 1o- 
torists to travel by road through very 
attractive scenery. 

In a statement to the Ontario Leg- 
islature recently the Minister of 
Lands and Forests stated that among 
the 40,000 men who had been working 
on the highway not one crime had 
been committed, which speaks well 
for the inherent respect for law and 
order among Canadians.

Gold Producing Provinces 


Of Western Canada Adding 
Materially. To Nation's Wealth 


Peace Garden 


Proposed To Plant Decorative Strip 
Three Thousand Miles Long 

Recently a number of Canadian bust- 
hess men in England have been 
sounded as to the likelihood of their 
giving financial and other support to 
& picturesque scheme for establishing 
a strip of decorative landscape gar- 
den the whole of the way along the 
Canada-United States border. This 
border is already famous for the 
absence of a single fortification. 

The idea appears to be that a fund 
of five million dollars, be. raised by 
public subscription in the United 
States and Canada, the bulk of which 
might come from those who might 
benefit by the tourist trade likely to 
be increased greatly by such an at- 
tractive lure, and the garden—3,000 
miles long might be maintained by 
the interest on such a fund. 

At various points along the border 
botanical museums and hothoures 
might be establ’'shed where delicate 
trees and plants could be reared. 
Such a project, too, would provide 
work and incidentally settle the prob- 
len. for many parents of what to do 
witb their sons because of the limited 
number of good gardeners in North 
America. 

Such a garden would bring much 
publicity to both Canada and United 
States and because of its un'que posi- 
tion, forming the boundary between 
two countries and because of its great 
magnitude, stretching 3,000 miles and 
d'viding a continent, it should merit 
u pisce as perhaps the eighth wonder 
cf the world.—Regina Leader. 


Britain Leads Wor'd 


In Passenger Airliners 


Imperial Airways Operating Eight 
2,200-Horse-Power Aircraft 

In the matter of passenger airliners 
Britain easily leads the world. Im- 
perial Airways has now in operation 
eight 2,200-horse-power aircraft, four 
on the India airmail route eastward 
from Cairo, and four between Lon- 
don, England, and Paris, France. 

On account of the heat. to be met 
with the machines on the run to 
India have spacious accommodation 
for eighteen passengers, while the 
‘planes for the Paris trip seat as 
many as thirty-eight. The machines 
in the east carry fewer passengers 
and 3,500 pounds of mail and 
freight, while between London and 
Paris more passengers are carried 
and only 1,000 pounds of mail and 
freight. 

On these aeroplanes the passengers 
can converse without raising their 
voices, so completely has the difficulty 
of noise been dealt with. 

The improvement in the passenger 
carrying aeroplane is so great that 
the machines of today entirely out- 
class, in every way, those of three 
years ago. So constant has been the 
progress that it would be true to say 
that no machine which has crashed, 
through whatever accident, 
ever be reproduced. The latest of the 
machines mentioned is the ‘Helena’ 
for the India route and it is believed 
to excel all its predecessors.

Stockholder In Manufacturing Com- 
pany Told Why Firm Advertised 
A stockholder in a big manufactur- 

ing company recently noticed that his 
quarterly dividend cheque had been 
somewhat reduced. On the same day, 
he happened to see a full page adver- 
tisement of that company in the 
newspaper. He sat down and wrote a 
sarcastic letter to the president ask- 
ing why it was necessary to reduce 
his dividend when there still seemed 
to be plenty of money with which to 
advertise. 

The president took the trouble to 
answer this stockholder in some de- 
tail. He said he, would no more 
think of stopping advertising at that 
‘time than he would of refusing to 
jlet his salesmen call on the trade.

According to preliminary estimates 
of gold production for 1931, the Yu- 
kon Territory and the gold prodyeing 
provinces of Western Canada ac- 
counted for some 291,000 ounces, or 

| nearly 11 per cent. of the total pro- 

duction of the country. Manitoba's 
output advanced from 23,180 ounces 
in 1930, to 100,510 ounces in 1931. 
‘The output from British Columbia de. 
creased from 164,381 ounces to _153,- 
984 ounces, and that of the Yukon 
was slightly in excess of the previous 
year, 

The increased output from Manito- 
ba is largely accounted for by the 
continuous operation throughout the 
year of the Hudson Bay Mining and 
Smelting Company’s smelter at Flin 
Fon, according to Mr. A. H. A. Robin- 
son of the Dominion Department of 
Mines, Ottawa. The smelter treats the 
copper-zine-gold-silver ores from the 
company’s Flin Flon ore body and 
from the Sherritt Gordon Company’s 
mine at Sherridon. The Central 
Manitoba mine, operating a straight 
gold property in the south-eastern 
portion of the province, produced gold 
to the value of §30,000 to $40,000 
monthly during the year. The Gem 
Lake Mine in the same section contri- 
buted a few thousand dollars to the 
output. A 50-ton mill is now in 
course of construction at this .pro- 
perty, and will replace a small pilot 
mill which was not equipped to re- 
cover that part of the gold contained 
in the sulphides. At the San An- 
tonio property, near Central Mani- 
toba., a cyanide mill having an initial 
daily capacity of 150 tons is expected 
to be in operation during the pres- 
ent month. 

The decline in British Columbia's 
output is attributable to curtailment | 
of: production from copper mines, 
from which, normally, about 19 per 
cent. of the gold output is obtained, 
to a smaller output from the Prem- 
jer Mine, long the chief gold producer, 
and to the closing in 1930 of the 
Nickel Plate Mine. These decreases, 
however, were partly compensated 
for by largely increased production 
from the Pioneer, the Reno and the 
Union Mines and by a larger output 
of placer gold. 

The Union property in the Grand 
Forks district was once a silver mine, 
but recent developments have chang- 
ed it into a gold mine of considerable 
promise. The Reno Mine, on Sheep 
Creek, in the Nelson district, is a 
small property and operation may 
continue for some time, The Pioneer 
is also an old mine which has been re- 
juvenated, and which gives every 
promise of maintaining an important 
production for many years. A new 
mill with a daily capacity of 300 tons 
is being erected to replace the 100-ton 
mill now on the property, and a shaft 
is being sunk to a depth of 3,000 feet. 
The vein has been proved for a length 
of 1,860 fcet on the eighth level, with 
an average width of 314 feet. The ore 
; on this level averages $20 to the ton.

In a recent paper on “Lode -Gold 
Mining in British Columbia,” Mr. J. 
D. Galloway, the Provincial Min- 
eralogist, estimates the reasonably in- 
dicated gold reserves in the known 
mines of the province, and in possible 
extension of known ore-bodies, to be 
$30,000,000. This is exclusive of 
placers and probably as large a re- 
serve as the province has had at any 
one time in its history; yet, since 
1893, lode gold to the value of $140,- 
868,011 has been produced. Reserves 
indicated at present, in conjunction 
with the probabilities and possibilities 
of semi-developed mines, prospects 
'and unprospected areas portend a 
bright outlook for gold mining in the 
| province. 

In the Yukon the placers in the im- 
mediate vicinity of Livingstone were 
being prospected vigorously during 
the summer of 1931, This area had 
|been practically abandoned for a 
number of years. Considerable activ- 
ity was also in evidence in the vicinity 
of Carmacks, where a lode gold dis- 
|covery was made during the summer 
/of 1930. The scene of the discovery 
| was later visited by a number of geo- 
| logists, but no reliable information is 
avnilable as to its nature or extent.

WEED CONTROL trouble trying bo enforce same. Many 
Dear Sir:— farms are going out of control, slow 


Editor: The Western Globe. 

Allow me space in your valuable 
paper for an article on weed control. 
Sprixz will soon be here once more, 
and many farmers are beginning to 
plan. on the spring work op2rations. 
If gocd, careful planning is done, a 
good crop is nearly always jassured; 
yn the other hand, if poor and care- 
less planning is done, failure is sure 
to follow. Farm products of all 
kinds are far below cost of produc- 
tion and it is impossible even . for 
the very best of farmers to make 
the farm pay, but this cannot go on 
A change is sure to come 
sometime, and the farmer that is 
trying to keep his farm clean, and 
under. good cultivation is sure to 
make good in the end. 

Here are a few facts that every 
farmer should take into consideration. 
Sow good clean seed, this is very 
important if your land is. clean. 
Remember also you will never get a 
dirty farm clean as long as you. are 
seeding grain polluted with weed 
sted. Many good fanning mills are 
ca the market today. If you cannot 
eflord to. buy one yourself, several 
rcigihbors can got together to buy 
one, A fanning mill;is very easy tto 
put out of shape, and should always 
be kept away from stock and under 
cover, in a dry place. if this is done, 
most of the. mills today will 
leet a life time. ... 

| T€. the right kind: of mills are used, 
sal the right kind of sieves are’ in 
them, mcst any kind of grain can ye 
cleaned almost perfectly. It may be 
necessary to run your grain over the 
fanning mill more than once to get 
this result, but plenty of time can 


be found on almost every farm to do! 


this job good. 

If your land is clean try to kebp it 
that way. If your land is weedy try 
to get it clean. This is the way I 
would recommend to clean a farm 
and to keep it clean from annual 
weeds. Perennial weeds need a dif- 
ferent treamemt. An article on crop 
rotation and destruction on peren- 
nial weeds will appear in this paper 
a little, later. Discing on cultiva- 
tion can be done early in the Spring, 
as soon as the frost is out of the 
ground a couple or three inches. It 
is not. necessary to do very deep cul- 
tivation to get weed sseds to sprout, 
laying on top of the ground, but the 
best time, if possitie is to cultivate 
weedy lard in the fall. This can be 
done with good resultz right up to 
freeze-up in the fall. Weed seeds 
that have been’ covered up in the 
fall, will start to sprout before, as 
if it was done in the Spring. Our 
season ig very short and weed seeds 
will sot start to sprout in the Spring 
before quite late, and land that has 
been treated in this way should be 
seeded to six rowed barley, gree 
feed or left to be summer fallowed. 
Any farmer that will take the time 
and trouble, and keep it up year by 
year, can clean any farm from any 
kind of weeds growing from seeds, 
But remember aleo that good plow- 
ing is very essential, (this is very 
important. ) 

Weed seeds of any kind laying on 
top of the land should never be plow- 
ed under deeply until they have been 
sprouted. Too much of this has been 
done in the past and this is the only 
reason that so many farms are pol- 
luted with annual weeds -f alll kinds, 
And more fall or Spring cultivation 
should be done in the future. Wheat 
and oats intended to be ripe should 
never be seeded on this kind of land, 
as our season is too short to sprout 
the weed seed and grow a ripe crop 
of wheat or oats. Bare summer fal- 
low, invites soil Ccrifting and should 
only be done on farms where Sow 
and Canada Thistles are on the in- 
crease. Sow and Canada Thistles 
can be successfully eradicated in 
crop rotation and this will sees 
later. +" 

Weed inspection is here to ebay, 
whether we like it or not, If the 
Municipal councillors do not appoint 
competent “men. fer that work,.they 
will be appointed by the Department 
of Agriculture apd the cost will be 
charged against the Municipality. 
The Weed Acct is tobe revised again 
this Spring. It‘‘has not been very 
satisfactory in the past and has giv- 
en weed inspectors considerable 


Lut sure, and this cannot go on much 
longer, and some ways and means 
must be found to clean part of these 
farms each year. The weed inspect- 
ors in the past had no power or au- 
thority to have part of these farms 
cleaned. This can be done if enough 
work and the right method is used. 
Weed inspection on these farms is 
costing the Municipality far too much 
money. Nearly all of these farms 
are rented out in my district, Last 
season when the perennial Sow 
Thistle began to come out in bhoom, 
it was necessary to visit these farms 
almost every day. They are scatter- 
ed in my district and take nearly all 
the time to see that they are picked 
and kept from’ going to seed and 
soatttered over the whole district. 
- Perennial Sow thistle is a very 
serious weed and must be kept down 
at all costs.. Canada Thistles are 
just as hard to eradicate but will 
never give as much trouble. The 
reason is this—if Canada Thistles 
are allowed to grow till they get to 
the bad stage, and if cut or mowed 
down at that time they’ will not give 
any more trouble that season: At 
that stage-the stalks are hollow and 
sometimes they can be killed:out in 
this way. ~If heavy rains follow 
right after cutting, good results will 
follgw. Thesg, weeds should, if pos- 


site be cut just before a heavy rain. 


Perennial Sow ‘Thistles are much 
different when they Once come out 
in bloom. They will keep right on 
blooming until freeze-up, depending 
to some extent upon the moisture 
they receive. They have the same 
habit as’ the dandelion—the more it 
rains the ‘more they will bloom. Last 
season was very hard to keep the 
Sow Thistle from seeding. In my own 
district many fields that had been 
mowed down, or cultivated twice were 
out in bloom again late in the Fall. 
This takes a tremendous amount of 
work, and as most of these farms are 
rented out in my district, it is meces- 
sary to inspect the fields many times 
during the season, and ‘this is the 
reason that one or two _ inspections 
on farms of this kind are a waste of 
time and money. Some municipar- 
ities employ one weed inspector— 
this may be all right where the dis- 
trict is fairly clean, but municipal- 
ities where Sow And Canada Thistle 
are on the increase, it is impossible 
for one weed inspector to do_ his 
work satisfactorily. We have not 
yet found a way whereby one or two 
inepection will do very much good on 
farm; badly polluted with Perennial 
Sow Thistle, as they come out in 
bloom every day and mature very 
quickly. It can hardly be expected 
that rentors can stay at this work of 
destroying thistles during all the 
growing season, when they know 
that the inspectors are not coming 
back. It is wp to the owners of these 
farms to help the rentors in every 
way possible, as picking the blooms 
or mowing the patches down, does 
not get them anywhere. This only 
keeps them from infesting adjoining 
farms. All the time they are on the 
increase, and if these farms are not 
cleaned up, they will slowly but sure- 
ly go out of control. Part of these 
farms should be cleaned each year. 
This can be done if the right method 
is used, but it is far too mdch to ex- 
pect of any rentor and it is up to 
the owner to stand part of the ex- 
pence, and geome way must be found 
where this will be compulsory. At 
the present time the weed inspectors 


_are not given enough power to do 


this satisfactorily. Too many farms 
are being summer fallowed very 
poorly and a few owners have this 
habit. Some of us, perhaps, have 
been a little too lenient on these 
farmu—trying to give them a chance. 
This is the way the summer fallow- 
ing is done—The field to be sum- 
merfallowed is left undisturbed un- 
til the latter part of July—by this 
time all weed seeds that would 
sprout in the Spring have matured 
seed again. As a rule thig Jand ts 
plowed ‘very poorly and every furrow 
can be detected throughout the whole 
field as only half of the matured 
weeds are covered. Sometimes this 
field is left in that shape, or per- 
haps harrowed once, and this is what 
some of these men who call them- 
selves farmers call summer fallow.

Protest Theatre Tax 
Ontario Theatre Owners Object To 
Having To Act As Agents To 

Collect: Tribute : 

Certain theatre owners of Ontario 
are considering refusal to continue 
collection for the provincial. govern- 
ment of the tax on theatre admis- 
sions, according to a statement issued 
by the Allied Exhibitors of Ontario, 
an organization representing 110 
theatres in the province. The state- 
mient follows announcement by BP. A. 
Dunlop, provincial treasurer, in his 
budget. speech, that all exemptions on 
amusement taxes would be removed, 

“Our legal advisors are giving seri- 
ous consideration to the question of 
whether or not we shall continue to 
act as agents in collecting the amuse- 
ment tax from the public,” announced 
Oscar Hahson, spokesman for the as- 
sociation. He said Ontario theatres 
were now paying into the Ontario 
treasury about $332,000 annually and 
that most of them were barely break- 
ing even oh operations. - 

“Not only are the theatres acting 
as agents but we are forwarding con- 
aderable returns'to the government,” 
said Mr. Hanson. “Theatre-goers 
pay a large sum for the cost of audit- 
ing the tax returns and we have sub- 
‘mitted that the exhibitors are entitled 
to interest on monies advanced to the 
government for the amusement tax 
tickets and payment for the time and 
trouble in handling the work.”

1980. The 1931 production consti- 
tutes a record for the Dominion, The 
provinée of Ontario accounted for 75,- 
000,000 pounds last year, an increase 
of 15.5 per cent. compared with 1930; 
Quebec has not yet returned complete 
figures but will, it is expected, ac- 
‘count for over 70,000,000 pounds; 
Manitoba is third. with . 21,078,073 
pounds, an iricrease of 33.5 per cent.

Atlas Of the Agriculture, Climate and 
Population Of the Prairie 
Provinces 

A new volume .of considerable in- 
terest to business men and agricultur- 
ists has just been published by the 
Dgminion Bureau of Statistics under 
the title, “Atlas of the Agriculture, 
Climate and Population of the Prairie 
Provinces of Canada,” It is a statis- 
tical atlas and the first of its kind at- 
tempted for any section of the Do- 
minion,.The volume contains approx- 
imately 100 pages of maps, graphs 
and explanatory text, .. ‘ F 

The. first section deals with physi- 
cal conditions and includes a series of 
climatic maps especially prepared by 
the Meteorological Service of Canada, 
The second section traces the chang- 
es in farming since the beginning of 
the century and describes in detail the 
extent and condition of agricultural 
land and. the distribution of field 
crops, Another section is devoted to 
live stock and animal products. This 
is followed by an analysis of farm in- 
comes, farm expenditures and farm 
values. Tire concluding sections deal 
with the size and tenuure of farms 
and the distribution, nativity, racial 
origin, educational status and housing 
facilities of the population. 

The Atlas is designed to serve the 
purposes of the business man, the 
agricultural scientist, the student of 
Canadian economic geography, and 
all persons interested in the expan- 
sion of settlement and markets in the 
West. It was prepared in the Bureau 
;under the direction of Professor W. 
Burton Hurd, Dean of Brandon Col- 
lege, and Dr. T. W. Grindley, Chief 
of the Agricultural Statistics Branch 
of the Bureau, and with the co-oper- 
ation of the Canadian Pioneer Prob- 
lems Committee, and various govern- 
ment departments.

To Slavery, Says Countess 
Tolstoy 

AltHough she spent twelve years in 
Russia under Soviet rule and was a 
government employee organizing 
schools, Countess Alexandra Tolstoy, 
daughter of the famows3‘novelist and 
social worker, is now a voluntary ex- 
ile from her native land and is loud 
in her condemnation of the rule. of 
the Soviets. 

“My people have passed from 
tyranny to slavery,” she told news- 
papermen at Montreal. “The Soviets 
have not helped them and they are 
worse off now than they were two 
years ago.” 

Countess Tolstoy, here on a lecture 
tour, ‘told the préssmen that the So- 
viets have turned from things spirit- 
ual to material and earthly matters. 
Anti-religious thought is fostered in 
the schools and the children are be- 
ing thoroughly steeped in the doc- 
trines of militarism, she ‘said. 

It-was over the. matter of eédguca- 
tion that the Countess broke with the 
Soviet Government. Sent to the 
United States to study educational 


‘methods, the Russian noblewoman re- 


fused to return because schools she 
founded near her. father’s home at 
Yasnaya Polyana were being operated 
along educational lines contrary to 
her ideas. 


Reviving Od Idea 


Frenchman Has Plan For Airplane 
Station In Mid-Atlantic 

M. Leon Foenquinos has furmulat- 
ed a plan for a floating island in mid- 
Atlantic; for the accommodation of 
aeroplanes. The inventor says that 
such.a station for air liners is ur- 
gently required. He has found a 
place where the water is only 200 ft. 
deep, and he proposes to sink there a 
ring of ninety-six big caissons. On 
these the island would be ring-shaped, 
about a quarter of a mile’ in width 
and a little under a mile in diameter. 
One inner and one outer avenue are 
suggested, with between eighty and 
ninety cross streets. The island would 
be protected by a curtain of floating 
girders twelve miles in diameter. It 
could house 200,000 people. The in- 
ventor says that, owing to its weight 
(of 12,000,000 tons, it would remain 
| steady in the heaviest storms. Also, 
| the project would cost approximately 
| $5,000,000,000.

Wine In Portugal 


Served Free Of Charge In Hotels and 
Restaurants © 

Portugal has so much wine that it 
has been decreed by the government 
that restaurants and hotels must 
serve it to their customers free of 
charge on request. In fact, wine is 
cheaper than water in some parts, 
and much cheaper than kerosene 
everywhere. The vats of every farm- 
er are overflowing. Great quantities 
are for sale at prices which hardly 
pay for the labor involved in produc- 
tion and for wading around in a ce- 
ment vat with grapes and juice up to 
their knees or higher. Portugese men 
and women get 21 cents for 10 hours’ 
work. 

Most of the table wine in Portugal 
is produced in the old-fashioned man- 
ner by treading the grapes with bare 
feet. The oldest wine makers cling 
to the process because they say bare 
feet have the advantage of squashing 
the grape and not-the seeds, in addi- 
tion to bringing on fermentation 
quicker. It is claimed the fermenta- 
tion throws off all impurities and that 
the wine is free of dirt.

DEVELOPMENT OF — 
EXPERIMENTAL STATION 


A: the Silver Anniversary of Sey- 
mour Edmunds, an account of which 
was published last week, the follow- 
ing resume of the progress of the 
Station was given: 

Beginning with a quarter section of 
raw farm land in 1907, with the late 
Mr. G. H. Hutton as Superintend- 
ent, there was no intention of keep- 
ing livestock.. Buildings consisted of 
the Superintendent’s house, the 
Board ing house and the horse barn. 
Five outside men were employed and 
their energy mainly direeted to the 
development of cerenls. These em- 
ployees were all local men: Alex 
Swanson, Robert Hutchison, Dugald 
Jaffray, 8. Edmunds and Mr. Cr: =. 

Poor weather conditions gave them 
a bad start as snow fell every morith 
of the ycar and their entire crop was 
frozen. One-half day's cutting 
with a new Massey-Harris binder had 
been completed when rain began fall- 


ing, which turned to a heavy snow 
and this blanketed the grain for 
weeks. The rainfall that year from 
April to September inclusive was 
17 inches. Their meterological ob- 
servatory was also inaugurated in De- 
cember of that year. 

In 1908 shrubs were shipped in from 
Ottawa which were given a tempor- 
ary aréa and in 1909 approximately 
four miles of tree planting was done, 
as well as large areas of groves. This 
planting of trees and shrubbery was 
continued until 1912. 100,000 seed- 
lings were also shipped out in the 
Spring of 1909 and 1910. Mr. 
Brooks, the first gardener, engaged 
in 1909, is now homesteading west 
of. Bentley. 

Hundreds of samples of seed grain 
and potatoes were sent out during 
the early years, but this ~ practice 
was finally discontinued as it was 
found to be unsatisfactory. 

In 1910 their program branched

_ments also had ‘to rotation 
of crops, and rotating plots were or- 
ganized the same year. It was also 
in July of 1910 that the first or- 
ganized excursion came to the farm, 
which was attended by over 700 peo- 
ple. These excursions were featured 
every year the largest one held be- 
ing in 1916 when 2250 people gather- 
ed at the farm. Distinguished speak- 
ers were always present at at these 
gatherings, among whom were H. A. 
Craig, Deputy Minister, Senator Tal- 
bot, and W. F. Stephenson, Live 
Stock Commissioner. Another pleas- 
ant feature of the early years was 
the annual picnic.of the U.F.A., 
which was usually held in June on 
the Farm grounds, and which greatly 
contributed to the local interest in 
the Farm’s experiments. 

For the first four or five years 
practically no further building had 
been done, a machine shed in 1909 
and henhouse in 1910, being the only 
buildings erected, but in 1911 and 
1912 the Minister of Agriculture au- 
thorized the purchase of more land. 
This purchase included all of T. Tal- 
bot’s farm and part of Senator Tal- 
bot’s, and this extension necessitated 
more horses and more barns, the 
dairy building and the herdsman’s 
house; then in the Spring of 1913 a 
deep well was dug and small port- 
able chicken: houses built. Consid- 
erable fencing also was. done after 
buying this new land. 

The year 1911 saw a further 
branching out in the experimental 
work, when four or five hundred 
plots were started for cultural pur- 
poses, this to test varieties of grain 
and methodg of cultivation. Al-
